CHICAGO, May 8.—The rule to close thi 
gates of the World's fair Sunday was 
rigidly enforced yesterday, at least so fai 
at the ticket purchasing public was con- 
cerned. The fortunate hundreds who held 
passes were admitted, liowever, and al* 
lowed to wonder about the grounds at 
their wH. It Avas a beautiful day, and 
thousands of workmen, some of them 
with families, went to the fairgrounds 
under the apprehension that the gateg 
were to be opened. And when these toilers 


SCEKE AT ONE OJ* TBK GATES, 
were turned away they left in anything 
but a good humor. It was hiiihl/ aggra- 
vating to them to see the favored hun- 
dreds—even thousands—enter the grounds 
on passes, while they who worked all the 
week were excluded. 


The validity of tho law of congress 
closing the gates is to be tested in the 
courts this week. Charles W, Clingman, 
who is a stockholder in the fair, has served 
notice on Secretary Edmonds that he will 
appeal to the courts to open the fair on 
Sunday. 


CHICAGO, May 9. — President 
Higin- 
botham yesterday gave a breakfast to the 
visiting foreign navy ofiticers. Tho break- 
fast room was beautifully decorated with 
the colors of the nations represented, and 
flowers and palms ingreiktprofi^ipu. Over 
200 guests sat down. 


The climax in electricity's upward march 
was reached last night, when the fair 
buildings and grounds were illuminated 
in honor of the first opening of the exposi- 
tion, The wliiteness of the buildings gave 
added lustre to the rays from the million 
and more lights in the grand plaza, while 
the golden statues of the Republic and 
Dianah, upon which the light from the 
west end of Administration plaza poured 
in blinding showers, sent back a happy re- 
sponse which blended harmoniously with 
the whole. The different buildings were 
illuminated to a certain extent, but the 
Administration building on the west and 
the Peristyle in the east, enclosing tho 
Grand Court of Honor, held the multitude 
spellbound, and easily carried off the 
honors of the night. 


Administration building was the first to 
be electrified and its beautiful exterior 
from base to top of dome was gilded with 
rows of incandescent lights. The Peristyle 
soon added its row of lights, and this was 
the signal for the triple row of arc lamps 
along either side of the lagoon to lend 
their aid. The main lagoon was dotted 
hero and there with the electric launches 
and the bright gondolas, while powerful 
search lights on top of the Manufactures 
and Agricultural buildings and Music hall 
brought out new beauties in tho scene. 


When shortly before 10 o'clock the cur- 
rents were turned off a sigh went up from 
the thousands of hearts, and darkness put 
an end to a scene of splendor such as was 
probably never presented before to human 
eyes. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—Among the exhibits 
at the fair 
grounds yesterday was a 
national bank under suspension. The ex- 
hibit was not a pleasing one in the eyes of 
the foreigners who had their money on de- 
posit, but the fears of not getting it back 
were unfounded. The World's fair branch 
of the Chemical National bank of Chicago, 
now in tho hands of an examiner, usually 
opened its doors on the second fioor of pa- 
vilion D, Admininistratiou building, at 9 
o'clock. The news that the bank directors 
had decided to go into liquidation was 
known to most of the English speaking 
depositors long before the banking hour 
nmved. 


President Carry, of the suspended bank, 
says every depositor will be paid in full. 
The reason of the suspension, Mr. Carry 
Kayg, were the extraordinary heavy runs 
Bt Saturday and Monday. It is probable 
that the World's fair directors will devise 
some means for the relief of the bank's 
customers. 


The special committee investigating the 
musical trouble had another secret meet* 
ing this afternoon.

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Tho Young Wife Murderer Pays 
the Penalty of His Crime. 


SRNG SING, N . Y", May 8.—CarlyleW 
Harris was electrocuted today for the 
murder of his wife, Helen Potts Harris, 
by poison. At 12:35 Head Keeper Con 
naughton and two guards went for Harris. 
He was awaiting the final summons in hia 
cell. With him was Chaplain Weills. 


Harris was ready in a moment and the 
little procession was quickly formed with 
A guard on either side and the faithful 
chaplain following him. He looked slight 
and pale as he stepped into the room. 


He paijsed an instant on the threshold 
and looked calmly over the assembled 
witnesses. He walked entirely alone just 
behind Connaughton, and wavered for a 
moment, more from not knowing which 
way ho was expected to go than from 
weakness. Connaughton pointed to the 
chair, and Without even a look of curiosity 
at the thing which was to end his career, 
he dropped in the seat. As he did so he 
began to speak in a low voice. 


He said. "I have a word to say, if the 
warden will permit." 


Warden Durston stepped to the chair and 
said, **What did you wish to say?" 


Harris then in a weak voice, as though 
each word cost him a powerful effort, 
Bald: **I have no further observation to 
make. I desire to say that I am absolutely 
innocent." 


Those were his last words. After utter- 
ing them he seemed relieved and settled 
back in the chair, to which his legs and 
arms had already been strapped by Eaton 
and Ford, and two guards. State Detcctivo 
Jackson attached the electrode to Harris' 
right leg, which was bared to the knee, a 
glit in the trousers having been made in 
advance. 


Eaton placed the helmet containing the 
other electrode on the head. 
Electrician 
Davis attached the wires to the two elec- 
trodes. All of this work was done quicker 
than the telling of it, and then the guards 
stepped back. 
Davis, who had gone to 
the switchboard, said: "All ready." There

Y., May 10.—The following 
is in substance the last statement written 
by Carlyle W. Harris, which was given 
out last evening from tho state prison de- 
partment: 


Afler referring to the alleged evidence 
to prove that his wife was a victim of tho 
morphine habit, and the subsequent efforts 
to secure his release on tho ground of 
ne\vly discovered evidence, ho proceeds: 


When charges of murder were first pre- 
ferred against mo 1 delivered myself at 
once into custody, demanding an investi- 
gation, Again on the 
of April, last, 
although under sentence of death I re* 
fused to take advantage of a free oppor- 
tunity to eacape. 


So how is that in a case where so many 
facts and the entire behavior of the de- 
fendant all invite executive clemency, to- 
gether with the petition of over 50,0LW 
citizens,among them many wh6 are promi- 
nent in the national esteem,such clemency 
should be denied? Because tho action of 
the court was not justified by the facts in 
the case, and hence public outcry must 
be silenced hy a seeming justification of 
the court outside of the facts. 


Where there was no doubt of guilt Gov- 
ernor Flower has not hesitated to inter- 
fere, as in the case of James Minnaugh, 
about a year ago; but in that case the facts 
justified the court, and there was no Re- 
corder Smyth clamoring to be upheld. 
Carlyle Harris living would be a daily 
menance to the careers of Smyth, 
oil- 
man and others. 
De¿^d he will be soon 
forgotten, and the at^airs may go on aa 
before,

It is thehandgoni- 
est and largest city in Finland.

Univeriity 
buildings. 
The 
University, 
removed 
from A.bo in 1829, was founded in 1640.

Their temper is universally mild, tney 
are slow to anger, and when an^ry they 
keep silence. 
They are happy-hearted, 
affectionate to one another and honor- 
able in their dealings with strangers. 
They are a cleanly people, being much 
given to the use of vapor baths. 
This 
trait is a conspicuous 
cote 
ot 
tueir 
character from their earliest history to 
the present day. 
Often in the runes of 
the "Kalevala" reference is made to the 
cleansing and healing 
virtues of 
the 
vapors of the heated bathroom. 
They 
are morally upright and have an honesty 
and simplicity 
of character 
totally 
foreign to that of the Russian. 
They 
are hospitable, faithful and submissive, 
with a keen sense of personal ireedom 
and independence, but they are 
also 
somewhat stolid and revengeful, Super- 
«tition flourishes among the Finns to a 
far" greater 
extent 
than 
is generally 
known, .and often takes the iorji of 
quaint legends. 


The Finnish language, supposed to 
have once embraced the greater part of 
Northwestern Europe, is a dirficult one. 
Its musical elements, the vowels are well 
sustained, and their due sequence is sub- 
ject to strict rules of eupliony. 
The 
dotted 0—in pronunciation 
somewhat 
similar to the French en—of the iirst 
syllable must be lollowed by an e or an 
i. 
Rhyme is admitted with reluctance, 
alliteration being preferred, 
The Fm- 
nish alphabet contains but nineteen let- 
ters, and of these b, c, d, f and g are 
found only in a few foreign words. 


A singular feature of this language and 
one thac is also characteristic of the 
Magyar, Turkish 
and 
other 
kindred 
tongues, consists of the frequent use of 
eudearmg diminutives. 
By a series ol 
authxes to the names of human beings, 
birds, lishes, trees, plants, stones, met- 
als, and even actions, events and feel- 
ings, diminutives are obtained which by 
their forms present the names so made 
in different colors; thev become more 
naive, more childlike, eventually 
more 
roguish or liumorous. 
Tne 
English 
language is poor in this respect, so this 
trait is almost lost m translating Finnish 
into English. 
It is a language of a 
people who live close to nature aud are 
at borne among the animaU of the wil- 
derness. 
Beasts and 
birds, 
winds, 
woods and waters, falling snows and 
flying sands, as well as rolling rocks, are 
carefully dUtinguished by correspondr 
leg verbs of everchanging acoustic im- 
port. 


The Fioas are extremely careless about 


family names, arguing, 
the family 
does not exist, what is the use of giving 
the child a namef' In 1836 a ukase was 
framed compelling the clergy to add a 
family name to that of a saint given in 
baptism. 
In the earliest ago of Suomi 
it appears that the peoplo worshiped the 
conspicuous objects in 
nature 
under 
their respective and sensible forms. 
As 
the existence of invisible agencies was 
recognixed, these were attributed to su- 
perior persons who lived independent ot 
these visible entities, but at the sami 
time were connected with them. 
Tno 
idea of Finnish mythology seems to lie 
in this: That all objects m nature are 
governed by invisible deities or genii 
independent of one another. 


Ui;ko (signifying old, all-fathor) is re- 
irardcd as the highest of Finnish deities. 
Frost, snow, hail, ice, wind 
and 
ram, 
sunshine 
and shadow, are thought 
to 
come from the hands of Ukko. 
In the 
Kalevala he is called ^'Leader of 
the 
Clouds," **God ot the Breezes," "Golden 
Kmg," 
'«Silver 
Ruler 
of 
the 
Air," 
''Fatner of the Heavens," etc. 
He is 
benign and gracious, when 
the Virgin 
Marietta, after a long, vain speech, im- 
plores him to tell where her ^'golden in- 
lantlies hidden," he, lull of solicitude 
for her grief, tells her— 


Yonder is thy poWcn infanft; 
There thy holy babe lies sleeping, 
Hulden to his belt iu water, 
Hidden in the reeds and rushes. 


Among the deities of 
the air are the 
mystic maidens, some of whom were 
created by the rubbing of Ukko's hand 
upon his left knee. 
They walk 
the 
crimson 
borders of 
the 
clouds—one 
sprinkles white milk, one sprinkles red 
milk and the third sprinkUs black milk 
over the hills and mountains. 


Any one looking at the map of Fin- 
land will see that it is full of names like 
Pyhajiirvi (sacred 
lake) 
and Pyhajski 
(sacred river). 
Some of the 
old Fin- 
landers still offer goats and 
cilves 
to 
these sacred waters. 
In Esthonia is a 
rivulet, Vohenda, held in such reverence 
that until very recently 
none dared to 
fell a tree or cut a shrub in its immedi- 
ate vicinity lest death 
overtake the o f - 
fender within a year in punishment for 
his sacrilege. 


Nowhere are the inconsistencies 
of 
human theory aud practice more curi- 
ously and forcibly shown than in the cus- 
tom in vogue among toe old Finns, who 
are not believers in a future life, but 
nevertheless perform such funeral cere- 
monies as burying iu the grave of the 
dead knives, hatchets, spears bows and 
arrows, kettles, food, clothing and snow 
shoes, thus bearing witness to their prac- 
tical recognition of some form of life be- 
yond the grave. 
The Finns regard tne 
crows as spirits of dead sisters and broth- 
ers. 
The deities of the air, waters, trees, 
and mountains are almost innumerable. 


The laoi»uage abounds in 
proverbs, 
charades, legends, etc. 
Vpward of 9000 
of these have been collected Dy the in- 
dustrious and enthusiastic Swedish savant 
Lonnrot. 
The first book printed in Fin- 
nish was about JL513. 
The Bible was 
not translated into Finnish till 1642. 
Societies of literature, sciences and all 
branches of art are numerous in Finland,

¡Snug Harbor, as it 
actually exist-s 
on 
Staten Island, fully 
fits its name. 


Old 
C a p t a i n 
Roberfc Richard Randall concentrated the 
very essence of the saltiness and breczi- 
ness of a sailor's life in the name 
he 
chose for the charity ho founded. 
The 
name, however, has been no mure sue- 
ccssful than the institution. 
More than 
4000 old tars have found shelter in it, and 
safe anchorage after the storms of life. 


Of Captain Randall, the founder of 
the 
Sailors' Snu;;^ Harbor, singularly 
meager information has been preserved. 
Even his right to tho title of captain 
rests on an argumentative fjundacion. 
It is known that he was a member of 
the Marine Society and that none but 
masters of vessels were admitted to mem- 
bership in it. Hence it is concluded that 
he must have been a captain. 
It is also 
known that ho was a bachelor, and to 
this circumstance is credited the fact 
that while making such generous pro- 
vision for sailors ho made none at all for 
sailors' 
wives, 
widows 
or 
orphans. 
Certain it is that June 1st, ISOi, 
he 
made a will, drawn by Alexander Ham- 
ilton, 
whereio, alter making 
several 
small specitic bequests, he provided* that 
the residue of his estate should beheld 
by trustees for the foundation of a home 
**for aged, 
decrepit 
and 
worn-out 
6ailors." 


The trustees he appointed were the 
Chancellor of the State of New York, 
the Mayor and Recorder of the city of 
New York, the President of tho Cham- 
ber of Commerce, tho President 
and 
Vice-President of 
the Marine Society, 
and 
the senior Presbyterian and Epis- 
copal ministers of this city and their suc- 
cessors in 
these oflices forever. 
The 
office ot Chancellor of the State was 
abolished in 1846, and since then there 
have 
been but 
seven trustees. 
From 
this provision of the will it happens that 
tho present trustees are Mayor Gilroy, 
Recorder Frederick Smyth, 
President 
Charles S. Saith of the Cha|aber of 
Commerce, Captain Francis A. Martin 
and Captain Albert Spencer o! tho Ma- 
rino Society, the Rev. Dr- Mor^fan Dix, 
of Trinity Church, and the Rev. Dr. 
Howard 
Duffield, of tho First Presby- 
terian Church. 
The will provided that 
the home was to be established when 
the estate would support lifty inmates. 


A charter of incorporation was granted 
Dy tho Legislature in ItiüC. 
But con- 
testants to the will arose, among them 
the Bishop of Nova Scotia, and tne liti- 
gation lasted until 1830, when by a de- 
cision of tho United States 
Supreme 
Court tho will was sustained. 


Tho property which Captain Randall 
/eft to tho Harbor consisted of land be- 
tween 
Broadway and the Bowery and 
Seventh and Tenth streets, known as tho 
*'Minto farm,'' about twenty-two acres 
in all. 
It was on part of this property 
that A. T. Stewart afterward built his 
retail store. 
By the time the litigation 
concerning ttio will 
was settled this 
property had so increased in value that 
it was not thought wise to follow the 
testator's request that the Harbor should 


Tho corner stono of the first building 
was laid October 21, 1831, and August 
1, 1833, tho institution 
was 
formally 
opened and thirty seamen were installed 
as inmates. 


This number, in spite of a narrow con- 
struction of tho will relating to the quali- 
fications required of aoplicants for ad- 
mission, has grown to 850. 
Instead of 
one buildiui? there are now about twen- 
ty.fivo on tho ground. 
Five of these, 
containing the dormitories, dining roons, 
and work rooms for tho inmates, are two- 
story structures connected 
by covered 
wavi. 
Three ot them presenc a facade 
supported by Doric columns la the stvlo 
that was so universal fifty years ago. The 
executive ofnces are in the central of the 
five buildiniis. Halls extend tiausversely 
through 
each 
building. 
In tho main 
hall of the central building tho windows 
are of stained glass, all of nautical de- 


Thoy decided that tho provision-i of the 
will only applied to men who follow jd 
the vocation of soamen as it existed aG 
the time tho will was made. 
The con* 
structioa, therefore, excludes from tho 
benefits of tho harbor «eamen sailing m 
steam vessels. 
In short, tho inmates aro 
those alone who come under the descrip- 
tion of ^'sailors before the mast." 


By thus keeping down the number of 
admissions, together with the constanc 
and rapid increase in tho value of tne 
laud held in trust, tho institution has 
become wealthy. 
It is ono of the rare 
instances of charity having ample fund/ 
to meet tho demands made upon it. 


Having onco been admitted as an in^ 
mate to the homo a sailor is fixed for 
life. 
Tho utmost liberty is allowed. In- 
mates can obtain leave of absence for 
any length of time. 
Many of them, in 
fact, are away from the Haroor six

Throughout tho halls the walls are 
adorned with nngravinqs and paintings, 
almost all of them representing scenes at 
sea. 
There is an ample hospital build- 
ing, together with wordLshops, kitchens, 
boiler rooms, and neat cottages for the 
employes, 
a very handsome chapel has 
just been erectcd in the form of a Greek 
cross surmounted by an imposing dome. 


It is not, however, either the buildings

grounds which aro tho chief 
source of interest in this pleasing insti- 
tution. 
The buildings aro ample, com- 
modious, and well designed to accom- 
modate lOUO inmates, 
it is the inmates 
themselves who form the picturesque 
feature. 
There aro old salts of every 
Nation and nearly every race; men who 
have bufieted the storms of 
every tea. 
Tne requirements lor admission are that 
a man snail have sailed in vessels going 
to loreign parts under the American flag 
for tivo years and be unable to earn a 
living by manual labor. 
This excludes 
all lake sailors, and, as in tho early days 
the institution was cramped for funds, 
tho trustees were led to adopt a construe*

months at a time. 
Some of the more 
able-bodied of them occupy their sum- 
mers as skippers of pleasure craft in the 
waters about Kew Yerk, returning to 
the Harbor for the winter. 
The method 
of obtaining '»liberty," as it is called, or 
leave of absence, is very simple. 
Each 
inmate, on his admission to the Harbor, 
is given a number and a silver badge 
bearing it. 
AVhile he is in the Harbor 
he fastens this to the dinner table, whicn 
indicates at once his place at the tab'o 
and the fact that he will be thero ac 
meal time. 
Wnen he leaves, even if it 
is only for a few hours, provided it 
covcrs the time of a meal, he takes his 
badge and deposits it with the lodije 
keeper, receiving it again when he re- 
turns. 


Inmates are provided with not only- 
food and 
shelter, but with clothing. 
The uniform of the Harbor, which, how- 
ever, is not required to be worn exceot 
on State occasions, is of navy blue, with 
white metal buttons. 
In addition eaca 
is allowed 
one pound of 
tobacco 
h 
month, and it is through this allowance 
largely that diaciplino is 
maintained. 
Punishment is called "taboo," and con- 
sists for the most part of withdrawing 
the tobacco allowance or the privilege of 
leaving the home, and in the case of 
those who areemplojed about the home, 
either as guides to visitors, waiters in 
the dining loom, or as laborers on the 
farm, by witnholding their pay. 
No in- 
mate is required to do any work. 
If he 
does any he is paid for it at a rate rang- 
ing from $S to $30 a month. 
The pay 
roll of tho institution to inmates amounts 
10 about $15,000 a year. 
Many of those 
who are not able to perform any of these 
kinds of work find a means not only of 
obtaining pocket money, but even 
in 
some cases of securing quite an 
income 
by making hammocks, fish nets, baskets, 
and, in fact, nearly all articles in whici) 
either twine or rattan is the chief factor. 
The material is furnished by the institu- 
tion and sold to the inmares at 
cost. 
They find a ready salo for nearly everv- 
thing they make among visitors to tup 
Harbor. 


The dinner hour at the Harbor is an 
interesting time for visitors. 
Punctually 
upon the stroke of 12 the great bell oa 
the main building 
is rung. 
Upon 
its 
last stroke the gong is sounded, au- 
uounciug that dinner is ready. 
Within 
a few seconds nearlv every place at tho 
tables is filled. 
Nothing, however, is 
touched. 
The deep tone of the 
gong 
once more resounds through the building 
and a death-like silence falls upon 
the 
assembled crowd—a silence so deep and 
' profound that the fall of a pin can bo 
distinctly heard, 
Presently the stillness 
is broken by a saintly, qray-haired 
old 
salt, who, with nasal twang and a sing- 
song manner, announces grace at the top 
of his lungs. Onco more the gong sounds 
and anything but fcilenco prdVaiU. 
No 
timéis lost in useless conversation 
and 
mere formality atlhe dinner taolo. Taey 
are there to feed, aud feed they do with 
a vengeance, for in exactly three minutes 
and a half from the time tho last gong 
sounded the first man to finish his dinner 
has left the room. 
Some e»t their meac 
first; some their soup. 
i3uc it is a mere 
mntter of opinion and tasce as to 
the 
order. 
There is no ceremony indeed. 


In an institution of tnis character tnera 
are, of course, various types and charac- 
ters of men.

The gospel of the perfect lawn includes 
deep soil, the proper grasses aud frequent 
mowing. 
In making a lawn too little 
importance is unially placed on thorough 
trenching or subsoiling and enriching 
tho land. 
The surface should be har- 
rowed and hand raked until it is in the 
finest condition. 
As to choice of seed, 
this muss vary somewhat with locality 
and special conditions. 
Every seedsmau 
has his own special mixture, and a very 
general ono consists in red top and Ken- 
tucky bluo gra^s, in equal proportions, 
with four or five pounds of white clovet 
to tho bushel. 
The seed is sown broad- 
cast, when there is no wind, and lightly 
rolled in. 
This in brief is the usual 
plan.' 


A method brousrht to notice by J. B. 
Olcott, of tho Connecticut 
Kxperiment 
Station, and described and discussed at 
the last annual session of the New Jersey 
State Horticultural Society, is as follows* 
Prepare the ground the same as described 
for seeding down. 
Then a aelficted sod 
of a fine variety of Rhode Island Bent 
grass is taken and divided into single 
plants of one or two spears and these are 
mrows nine inches apart aud also nine 
inches between the rows, thus requiring 
sixteen planU to the square yard. 
These 
plants are pressed firmiy into the soil and 
afterwards the whole surface rolled with 
a hard roller. 
The after care consists in 
keeping out every weed and plants o\ 
white clover, etc. 


In three or four months, it is claimed, 
the ground will be entirely covered with 
a short, thick moss of grass. 
During tho 
summer an application of from 200 to 
400 pounds of nitrate of soda to the acre, 
ipplicd in from three to four sowings, 
will give the plants a fresh start and cause 
them to assume a bright green hue. 
If 
these directions are carefully carried out 
there will be no need of weedy lawns 
and the general complaint that 
grass 
cannot be made to grow under shade 
trees according to the advocates for this 
method. 
It muse be explained 
that 
Rhode Island Bene grass as usually seen 
has long runners with ¿he plants 
far 
apart, somewhat like the strawberry run- 
ners, while in the peculiar variety in 
question the plants cover the entire run- 
ners and show no naked stems. 
The sea» 
son for planting by this method may bo 
either from September to November, ox 
from the last of March to the first o' 
Jane.—New York World.

TO DJlEgS A BEEP. 


A slaughtered beef may ne dressed in 
this way: As soon as it is dead the car- 
cass Is turned on its back and the hide 
is slit uj) the belly, 
without cutting 
through into the interiors. 
The knife is 
passed from the brisket up the foreleg's 
to the knee, and this joint is separated 
and left in the hide for the present. Tho 
hind legs are treated in the same way. 
Tho skin is then stripped off as far as 
possible to tho back and round the neck, 
Tho carcass is then raissd partly so as to 
remove the skin 
from tho rump and 
down tho back, and, as is necessary, it is 
raised more until the head is free of the 
ground, when the hide is completely re- 
moved, aud the head is cut oil. 
When 
the carcass is half raised It is opened 
ind the intestines removed. 
It is then 
hoisted up, and washed down with cold 


water and left to hang until cool.
